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IMPRESSIONS OF AVCO 
The first impression that a 
new visitor to AVCO gets is

Colors 

AvcO, designed to be a combi- 
nation if a college campus and 
a modern research laboratory 
has within itself a somewhat 
curious combination of colors, 
all designed to be restful to 
the eye, and perhaps to take a 
person’ s mind off his business 
The best example of the color 
combinations may best be di 
cribed in the office of Pre 
dent James Kerr. 

It is a large office - sump- 
tious is not quite the word, 
but it gives an idea of the 
set up. 

In the receptionist’s room 
the wall to the right is of 
plaster painted with a butter- 
scotch color. 

The opposite wall is wood - 
walnut, to be exact, and the 
color is dark, but with many 
lighter colored streaks. There 
is a large ‘planter’ or win- 
dow box, for flowers, in the 
center of the room, and there 
are three settees, for visi- 
ting firemen. 

Two of the settees are fin- 
ished in royal blue, with 
green stripes, and look like 
the type of flag one associa- 
tes with the smaller Central 
American republics, The third 
settee is the color of coffee 
ice cream. 

The random color idea is ex- 
tended throughout the Presi- 
dent’s quarters - the tile in 
his bathroom, for instance, 
has little blue spots every 
here and there. 

The conference room, which 
looks out on a large private 
patio, has butterscotch and 
teak walls, a large conference 
table, and 14 chairs ~ 11 of 
which are coffee colored, one 
is blue, one green, and the 
third the kind of orange the 
Navy uses, to make things like 
lifebelts visible to an avia- 
tor, at sea call it Sea- 
Rescue Orange. 

We call it Sea Rescue Orange, 
to differentiate from the 0- 
range of the doors, which is, 
we are told, called Krieks’ 0- 
range.

THE STORY OF THE 
CASKET WOMAN 

(Being a complete story of the 

life of Mrs. Dr. Henry Hiller 

famed ‘Casket Woman of the 
nineteenth century) 

Mrs. Dr. Henry Hiller was one 
of the most fabulous persons 
to live in Massachusetts dur- 
ing the nineteenth century. 
Known far and wide as the 
‘Casket Woman’ because of the 
two $10,000 caskets which she 
had made in the ‘cranberry 
house’ on her estate in Wil- 
mington, she was a person who 


had everything she touch turn 
to gold. Her life, and her 
doings were a matter of nation 
wide interest, during her life 
time, being reported in all 
the newspapers of the United 
States. Since her death nearly 
sixty years ago she had been 
widely forgotten. The death of 
her last husband, Henry Hiller 
II, now revives memories of 
this sensational -seeking woman 

She was born in Demerrar, in 
South America, The exact date 
is in question, because of her 
secretive nature. At one time 
she declared that she was born 
on Feb, 11, 1845, but it may 
have been earlier, perhaps 10 
years or so. 

Not much is known of her very 
early life. Her maiden name 
was Pharao, with her father 
being either Ano, or Anco, and 
her mother being either Yetter 
or Zetta. Accounts differ. 

Evidently she spoke little 
during her life of her first 
marriage, which produced two 


daughters. It was not until 
her will was probated that 
many persons learned for the 
first time of the existance of 
these two women. 

During most of the life of 
this woman,in Wilmington, she 
was thought to be childless, 

While studying medicine, in 
London, during the Civil War 
period, in the United States 
she met Dr. Henry Hiller, a 
German Doctor of Medicine, bom 
in Bavaria, whose parents had 
lived on Cape Cod. 

Mrs. Hiller, too, seems at 
Some time or other to have 
lived on Cape Cod, but defi- 
nite proof is lacking. 

At the time she started her 
cranberry business, in Wilming 
ton she is known to have re- 
gqurked that she learned it on 
Cape Cod.

The family 
later moved from Sandwich to 
Freeport, Maine, thence to 
New Qrleans, and finally to 
Wilmington, during and after 
the Civil War, in which war 
Capt. George MacIntosh lost a 
considerable part of his for- 
tune.
